EXTRA SET - for programming 


Yogi 6,000 each 
Boo Boo 2,000 each 
Snagglepuss 2,500 each 
Ranger 1,200 each 


Multiple orders of 5 or more 


Yogi 5,250 each 
Boo Boo 1,500 each 
Snagglepuss 2,000 each 


Ranger 850 each 


The set for center stage could remain basically the same 
with the addition of the following elements: 


1. Jellystone Park Sign 

2. Picnic table with props 
3. Repaint barrel 

4. Stump seat for Boo Boo 


We estimate these set pieces to cost around $2,000. Once we 
get into production, that price would reduce to about 
$1,000.
